I was doing some surveying today, and discovered that I have two 
substantial trees which are on a north south line, and almost centered 
above my shack. I now have a line at 80 feet in one and can go higher if 
needed, and the other should be at least 60 feet when I get a chance to 
put it up. I have to wait for the neighbor to leave before getting the 8 
foot slingshot out on that side of the house. 

The question: What do I put up there? I currently have a 135 foot 
dipole fed with 450 ohm ladder line at 60 feet, and it is oriented NE to 
SW, and it favors the S an SE area of the country. 

Due to the tree limbs, the useable length may be only about 125 feet. 

Would an 80M Bi-Square work very well if I shortened up the horizontal 
length from 135 feet to 125 feet, and added the extra to the vertical 
length? Do the vertical wires have to be real close to vertical? I 
could also pull the middle of the horizontal wire up and sideways a 
little (toward the top of my tower), Would this be better than 
shortening the horizontal length some? Will the vertical wires being 
very close (5 feet) to the tree trunk be a big problem? What would an 80M 
Bi-Square act like on the 2nd harmonic (40M). 

I was originally thinking of putting up the Bi-Square for 40M, but 
discovered that I was so close to the space needed for an 80M version 
that I thought I should ask the pro's. 

One other consideration is the placement of the house. The 
centerline of the house is on the same N-S line as the two trees, but it 
is almost thirty feet high also and on a small knoll between them, so any 
wires run at a lower level (such as the lower wire of a loop) must be 
above that height. A wire ten feet above the ground at either end would 
run through the kitchen, dinning, and family rooms :>). 

I'm just looking for suggestions. I'm willing to experiment.

I'm not good at sketches on e-mail, so... 


Yes, the weed-wacker line (.090' or so) is the spacer material. I use a hot- 
melt gun to attach pre-cut 2.5" pieces every 16 - 18" or so. I stretch about 
20' of the #16 between spacer blocks, anchor with sand bags to make tensioning 
easy, then use small wood pcs notched @ 2.5" to hold the wire in place and mark 
the spreader locations. Then hot melt side #1, let it cool, turn the line over 


and do the other side. The hot-melt isn't reliable on one side only. In fact, 
I've begun to re-heat each glue site with a Wagner hot-air gun to ensure good 
bonding. It also melts off the little threads of glue that cling all over. For 
mecanically robust end spacers, I just pass the wire thru 3.5" X 1.0" pieces of 
1/4" lucite (cut and drilled w/table saw and drill), then wire & glue in place. 
I made ~150' yesterday afternoon for the new Sterba array. 


I'll be sending an article into QRP journals and maybe QST... but just no time 
right now to finish it. Good Luck! =s=

I am working on a way to get two bands out of a 30 Meter J Pole (or at 
least trying to). 


It has occured to me that 2 Meter 5/8 wave mag mounts are often used on 6 
Meters as a 1/4 wave. Apparently, the series loading coil has a frequency 
lowering effect on the third harmonic.

If I inserted a series loading coil of appropriate size (and reduced the 
radiator accordingly), could I then operate the antenna as a Jpole on 10

and the other an electrical 3/4 wave decrease in third harominic resonant 
frequency (similar to the 2/6 Meter 5/8 wave/1/4 wave whip?).

Hi all, 


Been messing about with the MMA coil for the SLV a bit. Just a word of 
caution. On my coil, the BNC chassis connector that was used for the 
coax attatchment was just a bit shy in length. When using a BNC to 259 
adapter, enough twist can develop to cause the mounting nut to work 
loose. On the inside of mine, there were only about 3 threads holding 
the BMC connector and nut together. It does not take a lot of force at 


all to cause the threads to strip. I noticed this as when putting the 
adapter on, the BNC connector twisted and caused the BNC chassis mount 
ot partially fail and caused the SWR to get sparadic as now this was not 
a solid connection. Very simple remedy. The Radio Shack BNC chassis 
connector is about 1/4 inch longer and has plenty of thread "meat" on 
the inside. Even allows for enough length to add a star washer 
underneath for good bite on the grounding lug! Just thought I would pass 
this along. I do not see this as a problem with the MMA coil, just 
another opportunity to add a "field upgrade". 

If you are having problems with sparadic SWR's, like when the wind is 
blowing, give the BNC connector an eyeball and then off to Radio Shack!

Did have fun with QRP to the Field although my original plans for a 
back-packing venture were altered for a variety of reasons. I wound up 
in the upper Geneva Basin at about 10,000 feet in the snow-covered 
parking lot for my favorite trailhead into the Mount Evans Wilderness in 
Colorado. WX was typical springtime in the Rockies. Within a 3 hour 
period, went from sunny and warm to foggy sleet to sunny and warm. 


Only operated a few hours, from about 1:30p to 2:30p and 4:30p to 7:00p 
MDT with a snowy hike in between. Both times used a new travel antenna - 
2 wires and a tuner - taken out of a RSGB wire antenna book. The long 
leg of the antenna - the random wire - ran from the luggage rack on the 
Volvo to a wooden fence all of about five feet off the ground. The 
other leg - the counterpoise - just flopped out into the wet snow.

This year my solo operation was from Reyes Peak Campground in the Los 
Padres National Forest northeast of Ojai, California, This is an area 
of the California Condor if you are lucky to see one of the sixteen or 
so giant birds of prey living in the wild. Unlike last year I had time 
to scout the area the previous weekend. I arrived Friday at 2200Z only 
to find out that a "Special Use Permit" was required for amateur radio 
operations in the National Forest, so I was not able to put up the Rohn 
25G tower that I had on top of my pickup. A ranger was kind enough to 
permit me to put up just the top section and mast in my camp site, so 


the tri-bander was twelve feet off the ground. A forty meter dipole was 
strung in the trees at about thirty feet. I Sure wish I had brought my 
sling shot in order to take full advantage of the tall pine trees, but 
the plan had been to use the tower. Next big problem was low output 
from the OHR-400 on 20m. I had only 1.4 watts of output, so I ran 950 
mW on 20m to see how life is with QRPp. However, I had already started 
with 5 watts on 40m, so I cannot take advantage of the QRPp multiplier 
as I interpret the rules. The OHR-400 will go to my bench for 
re-alignment and some upgrades this evening. 


Operations were suspended at 2120Z and I broke camp at 2300Z Saturday 
for the nearly three hour drive home. Closest I came to seeing a Condor 
was a big shadow moving across my camp from a soaring object with 
apparent big wings as I was taking photos. Unfortunately it turned out 
to be a hang glider. The next morning two earthquakes hit the area at 
1109Z and 1131Z. I was awakened by the second one at my home. I hope 
it was not my little operation that created this adverse reaction!

I heard activity on 15m but none of it was QRP to the Field. My 15m CQs 
went unanswered. Compared to last year's operation from Blue Ridge in 
the Angeles National Forest with 5W on 40m with a dipole and 3.5 watts 
on 20m with a ground plane I ended up with 7 fewer QSOs. However, 20m 
seemed more productive this year with several QSOs along the east 

coast. There did not appear to be as much local activity on 40m as last 
year. I did not even work Area 51! One of several high points was 
working Jim, WA6GER followed by Wayne, N6KR on 40m. Wonder if they were 
at the same camp site? 


I like to use a combination of search and pounce and CQs. As KOFRP 
noted one can get stations to answer CQs with 950 mW with a beam on 20m, 
although I had to keep moving slightly to get away from the alligator 
stations calling CQ that did not hear me. A helpful trick is picking a 
good frequency, making small frequency adjustments as required and 
working the edges of the activity area. Seems like many, if not most, 
QRPers use only search and pounce and the only way to get them in the 
log is to call a modest number of CQs yourself. 


The CMOS III keyer was an asset in keeping the fatique factor down (last 


year I used no memory keyer). The DD-1 digital display is hard to read 
in full sunlight, so next time a hood will be affixed to the DD-1. I 
have a Small Wonders Lab GM-10 on order in preparation for a 10m effort 
next year. Maybe there will be action on both 15m and 10m. Did anyone 
work much on 15m? As for ssb ... what is that? Only joking, hi. 


Congratulations to Russ Carpenter, AA7QU, on his good showing with 109 
QSOs operating in the field! I am looking forward to seeing more 
reports. 


No plans yet for field day yet. The gel cells are charging, the tower 
is ready to go, and I'm thinking (dreaming) about possibilities.

"Another Weird & Strange Adventure, in New Mexico" 
(W5BI & WAS5SWHN) 


As the day had started out, (Friday, April 25th), the day before the 
NorCal QRP To The Field, it was not a typical spring day, in New Mexico. 
A combination electrical storm with snow/hail/rain/sleet was causing 
havoc with the Interstates (more on that later). W5BI & I had loaded his 
GMC (4WD) and had topped the tank off prior to leaving Albuquerque (A 
very wise choice) @ 3:25 PM MDT. We had winter weather gear with us, and 


plenty of provisions. If You were to look at W5BI's GMC, You would think 
we were packing for a month in the Field (We do love our little comforts 
in life.) We had proceeded south on I-25, out of Albuquerque, towards 
Socorro, NM. Gary & I had glanced over at Ladrone Peak and had noticed 
the snow layer had covered that mountain, all the way to it's base. That 
is very rare. That should have been our first warning. 

Pulling into Socorro, we were monitoring the 146.68 MHz repeater, but 
did not hear anything that would warn us of the pending adventure, that 
we were about to experience. We had topped off the tank again (a very 
wise choice), then proceeded south to San Antonio, where we would turn 
east on highway 380 towards Carrizozo, NM. If You had been traveling this 
road around the 2nd week in July of 1945, You would have been blinded @ 
Q529 Mountain War Time, because the Trinity Site (NA5N Special Event 
Station in 1995) is visible from Highway 380. The Oscura Mountains were 
covered with snow & the cloud cover was down to about 8,500 feet asl. 
This is the north end of the White Sands Missile Range, where 6 weeks of 
War gaming was taking place ("Rolling Sands"). More on this later, since 
it will play a part in this adventure. We had passed through Carrizozo 
around 5 PM and had turned north on Highway 54 towards 349. When we had 
turned off of 54 on to 349, the Carrizozo Mountain was covered with snow, 
and the cloud cover was dropping. We had driven through White Oaks (Ghost 
Town, and old Gold Mining Town, during the last century). We had noticed 
3" diameter orange fiber cable being laid into the ground through White 
Oaks. We had found that unusual, since this is a Ghost Town, and what

We had used the Garmin 12XL GPS receiver, to confirm that we were at 
the correct turn off, and north of Jack's Peak. The path (it's not a 
road) had a light dusting of snow on it. The whiper blades were starting 
to freeze up, since the sleet was picking up the pace a bit. We had 
stopped at the following Lat. 33 degrees, 54.9033 minutes N, Long. 105 
degrees 37.5867 minutes W. We now have less than 1 hour of daylight 
left, visibility was now less than 1 mile and the cloud cover was now 
descending to 6,500 feet. We were at 6,566 feet, at this site. 

We had noticed that the .61 repeater (W5YFN) squelch was open. 

Gary had oriented the vehicle, facing down (wise choice) towards the 
trail, and we proceeded to look around this snow covered landscape. Gary 
& I were noticing that was not just a cloud cover descending, but a cold 
front coming out of the north, over the top of Jack's Peak. Both of us 
had come to the conclusion it would not be a wise choice to stay there 
since we could be snowed in (trapped) for a few days, if this storm was 
building in magnitude. We had proceeded to navigate our way out to Ancho, 
NM (Ghost Town) on to Highway 54, via 462. It's now close to 8 PM. We 
point Gary's Yellow GMC north on Highway 54 towards Corona, NM, when 4 
miles down the road, we are stopped by the New Mexico State Police 


(Officer Ramirez). 

Officer Ramirez, had informed us that Highway 54 north to Corona, NM 
was closed due to weather, with 6 feet blowing snow drifts & Interstate 
40 was closed from Moriarty, NM to Santa Rosa, NM, due to this storm. 
Officer Ramirez had informed us that he had radioed ahead to have the 
School Gym opened since there are not many motels in Carrizozo, NM. Gary 
& I decide to refuel in Carrizozo, and have a later dinner @ the "4 
Winds" restaurant. We had noticed the Tractor/Trailor rigs were parking 
along the intersection of Highway 54 & Highway 380. A few of the Drivers 
had wandered into the Restaurant, and were talking about being held up in 
Albuquerque all day because of the storm. It is now 9:40 PM MDT on April 
25th. 

Gary & I decide to drive over to Roswell, and set up there in the 
morning. We were thinking about the old Walker Army Air Force Base, as 
our QRPTTF alternate site. 

Let me comment on the courtesy of the various Truckers that we had 
passed, while east bound on 380 towards Roswell, from Carizozo. These 
Professional Drivers were always letting us know when the road was clear 
ahead. My hats off to these People. 

Highway 380 is a 2 lane highway, that runs east & west from Lubbock, 
Texas to San Antonio, NM. Gary calls this the "White Knuckles" drive, but 
more on that later. 

We pass through Capitan, and Lincoln, NM. If any of You have the time, 
do visit Lincoln, NM. It has not changed much from it's 19th century 
days. 

While starting the climb up the hill, on 380, toward Lincoln, we notice 
that the Sierra Blanca Airport Beacon is visible, which means the cloud 
cover is above 8,500 feet. 

By the time we get to Hondo, NM, the visibility starts to drop rapidly 
(snow/rain/sleet) to under one mile. Now we get back to Gary's comments 
about the "White Knuckle" drive. 

It is now 11:30 PM MDT (April 25th), as we drive into Roswell, NM, with 
a light drizzle. We both notice quite a few US Army Humvees in town. 
These vehicles, in the background shots, would make for some great photo 
ops, for the theme of QRPTTF. We had stopped at the various Motels to see 
if we could obtain a room for the night. Remember the US Military 
exercise "Rolling Sands"? There are over 30,000 GI's in town. This nearly 
doubles the population in Roswell, NM. Their Headquarters, for this 
exercise, is the old Walker AFB. There are no Hotel/Motel vacancies 
(Remember that, if You planning on coming to Roswell for the July 3,4, & 
5, 1997 - 50th anniversary event.). We decide to refuel in Roswell, and 
head over to Denny's Restaurant, and decide what we are going to do. 
Neither one of us are in favor of heading back west to Carizozo again. We 
decide to drive back to Albuquerque. It is now 12:05 AM MDT (April 26th). 


Since we know that I-40 & Highway 54 are closed, we choose an alternate 
route. Before we depart, we drive down to the new UFO Museum, in Roswell, 
1 block south of the intersection of Highway 285 (Main Street) & Highway 


380, on Main Street, in an old movie theater, on the west side of the 
street. 

We check one more time with Holiday Inn Express, but no joy on a room 
for the night. The US Military has bivouacked troops all over the City, 
and the Truck Drivers are starting to fill up RV parks & various State 
parks, due to Highway 380 being closed east of Roswell. 

We proceed north, out of Roswell, on highway 285. 

If any of You are interested, You can visit the first Corona debris 
field (for a fee). The entrance gate, with a very large sign is just 
north of Roswell, on Highway 285, just south of the Highways 20 & 285 
intersection. 

Remember the light drizzle ? It's now turning to sleet, just past the 
Highways 20 (Road to Ft. Sumner, NM) & 285.. 

There have been numerous UFO sitings near Taiban, NM, which is 
approximately 10 miles east of Ft. Sumner. 

We exit off of 285 on to highway 247 west to Corona, NM. It is now 1:27 
AM MDT (April 26th). We run out of gas, but not to worry, Gary switches 
tanks. :-) 

Gary makes the comment that we should have hooked up the IC-706 and 
worked a bit of European DX on 40 meters, mobile. We tune the AM 
broadcast radio to 1,200 Khz (WOAI, San Antonio, Texas). The radio show, 
currently on, is hosted by W60BB. 

Gary & I keep talking to each other, so that we both stay awake. The 
subjects vary from stocks & bonds to radios & the weather. We are the 
only People on the road, except for an occasional Sheriff or State Police 
cruiser. 

That's kind of an eerie feeling. Occasionally, Gary hits the brights & 
the snow flakes are becoming larger in diameter. The wind has picked up a 
bit too. We pull into Corona, NM, and notice quite a few 18 wheelers off 
on the side of the road. We proceed, quietly, through Corona, and turn 
left on to highway 42 towards Willard, NM (My Grandparents & Parents used 
to own a ranch outside of Willard, NM, many years ago.) I comment to Gary 
that if they still had the place, we could have rested there for the 
night. We stop at a rest stop, just outside of Cedarville, NM for a 
nature call. Talk about waking You up, with the wind chill & blowing 
snow. We also notice numerous snow plows & front end loaders clearing the 
snow off of highway 42. This is about 3 AM MDT. We can see the lights of 
Willard, when WOAI interrupts with an emergency bulletin. "Severe 
Thunderstorms & flash flooding is taking place in the following Texas 
counties;". Both of us now realize the magnitude of this storm. We turn 
west on to highway 60 in Willard, NM. As we drive through Mountainair, 
NM, at 4 AM, we notice the motel signs "No Vacancy". We both grin, and 
know where the US Army is. Those lucky Troopers. 

We turn right on to highway 47 towards Belen, NM, when Gary notices a 
train approaching. We accelerate across the railroad tracks, to insure 
that we won't have to wait for very long freight train to pass. 

Hey, we notice a star in the sky, could it be ? Yes, the storm is 
clearing on this side of the mountain. As we drive through Bosque Farms, 


we notice a beautiful sunrise about to take place. Both of us are smiling 
when we enter Interstate 25, just north of Isleta, NM. 

It's 05:35 AM, and we park in front of my house. We proceed to unload 
the vehicle, and KB50MD & WBSLYJ greet me at the door. Gary heads for 
home, but I occasionally query him on the 9.3 repeater. He hears a pillow 
calling him, and makes it home in one piece. As for me, well, WB5LYJ 
gives me the "I had told You so" look. Remember, She was going to stay in 
her nice warm home, while us 2 boys had gone out to play. 

I had awakened @ 10 AM on the 26th, finished my chores and had 
permission to go play with the radios. I was able to participate in 
QRPTTF, but from the home QTH. I had filled 2 pages with contacts, and 
had the biggest grin on my face. Gary likes to say, "It's an adventure, 
when the 2 of us decide to go somewhere." 

Don't try this, it is not recommended, and if You decide to retrace our 
route, do so in the daytime, at Your' leisure. By the way, if You drive 
through Lincoln & Capitan, NM do stop, it's worth it. Also, the local 
Constables are always appreciative of any large substantial donations to 
their City coffers. (Hint: slow down). 

I can wait until next year's QRPTTF. ;-)

MURPHY HAS A FIELD DAY 


The alarm went off at 5:30 AM Saturday to get me up and moving, however slowly. 
Boy, the sacrifices we make in the name of having fun. Got on the road around 
6:30, on my way to pick up Dwight, WA6NAE. Loaded my car the night before, so I 
could take off even if running on early morning mental autopilot. 


Dwight had his new portable station case assembled, so we threw it in the back 
of the wagon, and took off for our QTTF site. Has the rig, tuner, wattmeter, 
battery and a solar panel for recharging in the field. Room in the back for 


antenna and line, too. Neat. 


Got up to our usual site in a local park, and received our first Murphy shock. 
Our favorite tree had died over the winter. It will be missed, as it was tall 
and located just right. 


Well, to work. Got out the hand carts and loaded up our gear. Trudged up the 
hill to our operating spot. I've got to put bigger casters on the handcart, as 
they get stopped by any little rock on the ground. 


Ok, we hang Dwight's antenna first. Murphy laid low during this operation, 
probably to lull us into expecting everything to go smoothly. Got his 20m wire 
beam up, then went to hang my 40m half square and Extended Double Zepp. 


This was the opening Murphy had been waiting for. Dwight had his antenna 
launcher all warmed up, after doing his own antenna. So, first shot over my 
tree missed the tree altogether. Ok, we take it in stride, reel in the line, 
and shoot again. This time the sinker comes down in a patch of poison oak, the 
big healthy enthusiastic kind. Couldn't pull the sinker out, so we tug harder 
and snap the line off. Better to sacrifice the sinker than take on another dose 
of poison oak like we got during FYBO. 


Be warned, even though the leaves of poison oak may not be out yet, the twigs 
are still capable of doing a nasty number on you. We are the living proof. 


After Dwight puts a new swivel and sinker on the line, we take our positions 
again. Surely this one should do it. Dwight pulls back, aims and lets go. I 
hear the snap of the slingshot from my side of the tree, and start trying to 
spot the fall of line and sinker. Don't see anything. Dwight comes around from 
the other side of the tree, holding out the end of the line. The line had 
snagged inside the casting reel about three feet from the swivel. When he shot, 
the sinker went flying on its way, pulling swivel and line behind it. For about 
three feet. The line stopped, the swivel stopped, the sinker didn't. Dwight 
showed me the swivel with the safety-pin-like loop pulled wide open. Now we are 
out two sinkers. 


We try to clear the snag in the line in the casting reel, but it's going 
nowhere. Ok, we improvise plan B and decide to work just 20m with Dwight's 
setup. Dwight connects his gear while I put my antenna stuff away. WE ARE 
READY (1) 


Oh, boy, Murphy was waiting for this. Dwight has a nice Sierra, but we needed a 
speaker so one of us could log while the other operates. No problem, Dwight has 
the little Radio Shack amplified speaker with the internal 9v battery, so he 
digs it out and plugs it in. Now WE ARE READY(2). 


We fire up on 20m and hear some good loud signals. Oh, boy, looking good. At 
this point, the 9v battery in the little speaker quits. Ok, into the backup 


battery box. Dwight cuts open a new 9v battery pack, pulls the speaker housing 
apart, and puts in the new battery. Hook everything back together and now WE 
ARE READY(3)! 


Hmmm. No audio. The new 9v battery was dead, right out of the plastic pack. 
Ok, try the other one. It's ok, so finally WE ARE READY(4). 


We make our first QSO just after 9AM local time, and we're off. Make a number 
of contacts, but not as many as we had expected. Band seems to be in and out, 
with stations disappearing in mid-contact, then fading back in again after a 
bit. Things really slow down around noon, so we decide to make another try at 
40m. 


First effort was to use the tuner to try loading the 20m wire beam on 40m We 
made one contact this way, but too marginal to use for the contest. 


I dig out my 40m EDZ, and we manage to hang its center from a limb near the 
operating table. This gets the center about ten feet up. The ends wind up 
about eight feet high at one end and about three feet high at the other end. 
Doesn't generate a lot of confidence, but it's what we have, so we go with it. 


My old antenna tuner, built on a cigar box in 1956 while I was a KL7, will load 
just about anything. It's a push-pull tank circuit, with split stator variable 
and plug-in coil with swinging link. I hack off the excess twinlead feeder on 
the EDZ, connect to the tuner and we get a match. 


Hot dog, we're still in the game. As expected, daytime 40m operation gets us 
mostly left coast stations, but what the heck, points is points. We did manage 
to snag NOUR from MN, however. Not bad for 1w and a low antenna on 40m during 
the day. 


During all this, the sun moves across the sky and our shade moves away. We sit 
in the sun for some hours until a new shade patch moves close enough that we can 
move the table back out of the sun. Not enough feedline with us to keep moving 
the table and chase the shade through the day. This time, instead of poison 
oak, we go home with sunburn. 


At 6PM local time, it's over. We pack up and go home. Sure faster taking down 
and putting away than putting up. 


Murphy gets his last lick in when I start working out our score. The rules say 
pick your best 8 hours. We operated 9 hours, with our best scoring in the first 
and ninth hours. So we have to throw out one of our best hours. Oh well, 
everyone else has to do the same, so we can live with it. We made 47 contacts 
on 20m and 28 on 40m, total 75 contacts, before throwing out the ten contacts in 
our first hour. Sure hard to throw away 1200 points. 


Our final score was 7800 points, our best so far anyway. Not bad for a Sierra 


on one watt. 


Everyone says Murphy hates people involved with electronics. I think it's the 
other way. Murphy loves us. Where else would he have so much opportunity for 


mischief?

Had a lot of fun yesterday, although I've had better days. I set up ina 
local school yard at about 1330Z or so. I started off with a vertical 
using a 19.5 foot radiator (supported by a black widow rod) and eight 19.5 
foot radials. I used a small transmatch at the base to load it up. It 
worked like a champ on 20 meters. I quickly fired up the GM-20 (950mw) and 
worked Utah and a couple of Colorado stations right out of the box. After 
a while, I decided to see if I could get anything out of the vertical on 40 
meters. No go. My tuner couldn't quite pull it off. 


Since it was just about lunch time (and my location had no "facilities"), I 
headed home for some chow, a pit-stop, and some more wire. When I 
returned, I set up an end-fed inverted vee (66') using the Black Widow rod 
as the support and 16 & 33 foot counterpoise wires. This set up worked 
out pretty well on 40 and 20 meters. I used my trusty SW-40 (950mW) on 40 


meters. 


I continued bouncing back and forth between 40 and 20 meters up until about 
2000Z. In general, the bands seemed "sluggish" and there didn't seem to be 
many stations participating this year. Some stations, like K10J and N4BP 
seemed to be in there pretty much the whole time, but not a whole lot of 
new stations to work when I checked the bands. In total, I worked about 20 
stations; about half and half on 40 and 20 meters. Still, it was a perfect 
day to be outside operating. I have some painful sunburn on the back of my 
neck to prove it. 


"Home of the Blob" QSLs will be coming to those who managed to hear me 
yesterday. As always, I'm looking forward to the next one.

Be careful with your terminology. Keys and keyers are used to send Morse 
code (or any other code you wish to define or use). All these devices do is 
simply close a switch contact at controlled times and rates. The switch 
closure could be used for keying a transmitter, turning on an audio 
oscillator, turning on a light, sending current to a buzzer, etc. (I've 
often thought of adding a keyer jack to my car's horn so I can send Morse 
code with it. :-) 


CW stands for "continuous wave", and is merely a mode of transmission of 
any type of code you wish to use with it. When a CW transmitter is turned 
on (or keyed), it emits a continuous wave (usually/hopefully a sine wave) 
at the frequency it is tuned to. The way the transmitter is turned on and 
off is determined by the coding scheme you choose to use. Most CW-using 
hams have agreed to use the International Morse Code.

Before you go the dipole route, consider a Jpole (end fed 1/2 wave). 

It has the advantage that you don't have coax hanging from the centre. You 
can snake the coax up one of the poles even. Or if there is not too much 
metal in the building structure/roof, you could have the feed point 
at/near roof level and have the wire slope up to your support mast (40-60' 
away depending on slope angle). 


As soon as I fully recuperate from my chickenpox I am getting ready to 
build another set of Jpoles. 


Also, same third harmonic operation as you have with dipoles. So if you 
built it for 40 Meters, it will also work on 15.

Dan, 

Some questions, how are you planning to hold up any masts? Are you 
going to be there very long? The most portable part is the wallet. You 
can buy almost anything you need there, but I wonder if you have been to 
this spot before? 

Eight concrete building blocks (four per mast) would make a good 
temporary installation. Set the mast in one, and tie the guys to the 
other three (actually you could get by with just two guys-the antenna 
would act as the other one. 

Ten foot lengths of PVC pipe or conduit would be sufficient. Much 
higher, and the blocks might want to move with any wind, but you could 
try 20 feet if you wanted. It might require an intermediate guy at ten 
feet or so with PVC. 

Depending upon the location of your operating position, you might be 
better off with an end-fed one-half wavelength wire and something like a 
Rainbow tuner. If access to the middle of the antenna is reasonably 
close then go ahead and use the dipole. Like you said, you won't need a 
tuner.
